Accreditation

Administrative Withdrawals 


Students exceeding the maximum number of inactive terms, either consecutively or in an academic 
year, will be administratively withdrawn from UoPeople. Those interested in returning to their studies 
will be required to apply for re-enrollment, reinstatement or academic renewal depending on the 
number of terms separated from the University. 


Students who are administratively withdrawn on the second occasion for exceeding the maximum 
number of inactive terms, either consecutively or in an academic year, will not be allowed to request 
to return to their studies for a minimum of five (5) terms. 


Admissions Updates 


University of the People accepts applications to the University throughout the calendar year and 
prospective students may apply for admissions to any of the five terms. All admissions materials much 
be received via post to the Office of Admissions by the following deadlines to be considered complete.

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e May 7, 2015 for regular admission to Term 5 of the 2014-15 academic year 
UoPeople will announce its decisions on the Notice of Admissions Day.

e March 19, 2015 notification of regular admission to Term 4 of the 2014-15 academic year

Course Updates 


Programming 1 


This introductory course teaches the fundamental concepts of programming languages by use of the 
popular Java language. The topics cover fundamental principles of programming, including data types, 
program control and decisions, loops, string manipulations, procedures, arrays, software testing, and 
debugging.

The course explores concepts and issues surrounding information system applications to real-time 
operating systems and wireless networking systems. 


Course Code: CS 4405 
Prerequisites: CS 2205 
Credits: 3 
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English Composition 1 (Proctored Course) 


This course is designed to help students develop their academic writing skills through the introduction 
of the 5 paragraph essay. Featuring the step-by-step process of the 5 paragraph essay, students will 
learn how to use essential writing tools such as the thesis statement, topic sentence, and supporting 
paragraphs while learning the guidelines of the APA style. Through further analysis of short stories, 
students will begin writing their own essays; strict utilization of the APA style will underscore the 
importance of avoiding plagiarism in both researching and writing. 


This course does not apply toward meeting the requirements of any UoPeople degree program.

Credits: 3 


English Composition 2 (Proctored Course) 


This course is designed to introduce the students to the concept and application of the academic research paper 
and its components. In reinforcing their strengths as writers in an academic context, students will learn how to 
utilize critical thinking in order to synthesize research data to build a thesis statement. The course will help 
students gain practical tools for developing analytic skills in completing an end of the term research project.
